Open Deep Furrows 


According to Brazil’s Ministry 


of Agriculture, ground for the 
tung plant must be carefully pre- 
pared. Deep furrows must be 


opened and ample manure spread. 

Sowing is best done at the be- 
ginning of the rainy season, as the 
plants need lots of water. 

The seeds must be planted in the 
open, for if covered or obscured by 
trees, they may not come up. 

After planting, the seeds are 
usually covered with a light layer 
of straw to keep them damp. 

Seeds begin to sprout about a 
month after sowing; growth is 
irregular and may vary consider- 
ably from plant to plant. 

Tung plants must be protected 
from the wind which may tear the 


leaves and break the branches, 
since the wood is weak. 
Eucalyptus groves have been 


used in some plantations as wind- 
breaks. 

Another enemy of the tung tree 
is the “sativa” ant. Ant hills must 
be carefully eliminated from tung- 
growing areas before planting.
